DEAR DR. BUTORIN: 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE AGREEMENT REACHED DURING OUR MEETING 
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IN GROSSE ILE LAST YEAR, I HAVE NEARLY COMPLETED THE PRE- 
PARATION OF A GENERAL REVIEW DOCUMENT SUMMARIZING THE EXTENT 
OF OUR COOPERATION UNDER PROJECT 02.02-13. IN A PREVIOUS 
LETTER, I EXPRESSED SOME CONCERN IN THIS REGARD OWING TO MY 
RELATIVELY SHORT PERIOD OF INVOLVEMENT WITH THE PROJECT. 

YOUR RESPONSE SUGGESTED SIMILAR PROBLEMS REGARDING THE 
PERIOD PRIOR TO YOUR ASSOCIATION WITH OUR JOINT WORK. 

I THOUGHT IT WOULD BE APPROPRIATE TO CONVEY TO YOU THE 
NATURE OF THE MATERIAL I HAVE CHOSEN TO INCORPORATE INTO 
THE US VERSION. I HOPE THE INFORMATION WILL BE OF USE TO 
YOU IN FILLING IN THOSE AREAS OF IMPORTANCE WHICH I MAY 
HAVE OMITTED. I EXPECT THE FINAL DOCUMENT TO BE APPROXIMATE- 
LY 25-30 PAGES IN LENGTH, CONSISTING OF THE FOLLOWING SEC- 
TION HEADINGS: (1) TITLE PAGE; (2) FOREWORD; (3) INTRODUC- 
TION; (4) CHRONOLOGY OF EVENTS; (5) NARRATIVE HISTORY; 

(6) SUMMARY OF PROGRESS; AND (7) ESTIMATE OF FUTURE DIREC- 
TIONS OF COOPERATION. 

ALTHOUGH OUR GENERAL AGREEMENT STATES THAT EACH SIDE WILL 
TRANSLATE MATERIALS INTO ITS OWN NATIVE LANGUAGE, I INTEND

ATTEMPT TO CONVEY THE SCOPE OF OUR EFFORTS TO OUR CHILDREN. 

IN THIS REGARD, I WOULD LIKE TO INVITE YOUR DAUGHTER, NINA, 

TO VISIT OUR COUNTRY AS A GUEST OF MY FAMILY. WE ALSO 
THOUGHT THAT, IF SHE WERE TO ACCOMPANY YOU AT THE TIME OF 
THE WORKING GROUP MEETINGS, IT MIGHT REDUCE THE APPREHENSION 
OF A YOUNG LADY MAKING SUCH A LONG TRIP BY HERSELF. MY 
FAMILY COULD MEET US IN WASHINGTON, TOURING WITH YOUR 
DAUGHTER WHILE YOU AND I WORK. WHILE WE WILL HAVE TO ASK 
YOU TO SECURE THE NECESSARY VISA FOR NINA AND PROVIDE FOR 
HER TRANSPORTATION TO THE US, WE WILL TAKE CARE OF COSTS
